PRESIDENT ON HAND

City Gaily Decorated With 
Stars and Stripes—Two- 
Day Holiday Proclaimed 
for Visit.

TEGUCIGALPA, Honduras, Jan. 
3.—Col. Charles A. Lindbergh,com- 
pleted the fourth stage of his Cen- 
tral American tour today, landing 
safely at the aviation field here 
from San Salvador at 1:55 p. m. 

His plane, the “Spirit of St. 
Louis,’’ was sighted over the field 
at 1:42. 

The Stars and Stripes adorned 
the street6 in honor of the flyer 
and electric signs flashed, “Wel- 
come, * Lindbergh.” The newspa- 
pers published many pictureg and 
nruch biographical data on the St. 
Louis aviator. 

A military band and detachment 
of troops began moving toward 
the field at 8 o’clock this morning 
and two hours later the procession 
was still in progress. Trucks and 
loads of peo-

spectators had gathered before 
The five-mile road between 
and the landing field 
was crowded all morning with sp2c- 
tators afoot ard in automobiles. 

President Barahena, members of 
the diplomatic corps and virtually 
all the officials of Tegucigalpa had 
left the city at 1 p. m.

SAN SALVADOR, Salvador, Jan. 

Col. Charles A. Lindbergh 
hopped off for Tegucigalpa on the 
next stage of his good will flight 
to Central America at 11:45 a. m. 
today. 

The 140-mile flight to the Hon- 
duran capital carried the American 
flyer close to the scene of recent 
fighting in Nicaragua between 
United States maines and rebel 
forces, since Tegucigalpa is only 
about 25 miles from the Nica- 
raugan border in the neighborhood 
of which the fighting is going on. 

At the Illopango air field, from 
which the flyer took off, it was 
stated that strong winds were 
blowing in the region of Teguci- 
galpa, 

Dr. Romero Bosque, President 
of Salvador, members of his Cabi- 
net and the United States Minis- 
ter, Jefferson Caffery, were the 
last persons to say good-by to the 
flyer. 

Before heading 
Tegucigalpa, the ‘‘Spirt of St. 
Louis,” described various evolu- 
tions over the city much to the de- 
light of the crowd that had gath- 
ered to see him off. 

Several Salvadorean aviators 
took off to accompany the Amer- 
ican as far a- the border. 

Over the actual! fighting terrain 
Lindbergh will fly when he leaves 
Tegucigalp-~ for Managua, Nicarau- 
ga, probably Thursday. He has 
been advised to fly high because 
the rebels armed with machine 
guns and antiaircraft guns are con- 
sidered Ifkely to take a shot at any 
plane passing over their retreats, 
especially since Marine Corps 
planes bombed them yesterday. 

Lindbergh has under considera- 
tion extending his present good 
will tour to include Colombia and 
Venezuela. He will make a de- 
cision after reaching Panama, 
where he is expected some time 
after Jan. §. 

Some 10,000 persons crowded the 
streets when the flyer passed on 
his way to a reception at the na- 
tional palace. Thousands more 
congregated at the Llopango Air- 
drome to view the Spirit of St. 
Louis. Extra police were called 
out to keep the crowd at a safe 
distance from the plane. 

Flyer Given Gold Medal. 

President Bosque pinned a gold 
medal upon the flyer at the recep- 
tion. He said Salvador delighted 
t honor “the greatest conqueror 
of the air and cruiser of the blue 
vault of heaven.’ He asked the 
fiver to accept the medals as a 
symbol of the tove which Salva- 
dor tore him. Lindbergh expressed 
his thanks while the crowd ap- 
plauded. 

As the hero of the air went from 
the national palace to the Ameri- 
can Legation he was acclaimed by 
the multitude who shouted, “Viva 
Lindbergh.”

CE BEGINS 10 CLOG

River have so clogged the intake 
channels of the waterworks at 
Chain of Rocks, that the pumping 
capacity of the plant has been re- 
duced from 160,000,000 to 100,- 
000,000 gallons a day, and the city 
may face a serious water shortage 
within a week unless the weather 


moderates, 

Two men on each of the two in- 
take towers at Chain of Rocks, 
1800 and 2200 feet out in the 
river, stand in shifts pushing cakes 
of ice away from the openings of 
the intake conduits, day and night. 
They work with long pikes and 
stand on improvised platforms of 
rope. It is a cold job and shifts 
are changed frequently. 

Water Commissioner Day point- 
ed out that yesterday's consumption 
of water approximated 128,000,000 
gallons. which was more than the 
water pumped from the river. The 
differen. was . drawn from the 
city’: reservoirs, where 280,000,000 
galic s is in storage. At the pres- 
ent disparity between supply and 
d:>mand the watcr reserve wil. last 
about a week, Commissioner Day 
estimated. Should there be a break 
in the weather and a sharp decline 
in the river ice flow_the situation 
would adjust itself.

Takes Refuge in Cabin, but Has

DUBOIS, Pa., Jan. 3.—Harry G. 
Smith, Cleveland-to-New York air 
mail pilot, who disappeared Mon.- 
day night while flying over West- 
ern Pennsylvania, was found yes- 
terday in the wilds of Clearfield 
County, unhurt and his plane un- 
damaged.

The present uprising started 
when Sandino’s portion of Mon- 
cada’s revolutionary army broke 
away from the latter, refusing to 
surender their arms. Sandino 
seems to be a radical enthusiast 
with persuasive powers. The peo- 
Ple of the whole Segovian region 
are said by these engineers (who 
either fled or were forced out) to 
be supporters or sympathizers of 
Sandino’s movement, excepting the 
few Conservatives who have fled 
into Honduras or elsewhere. 

This uprising is due to various 
reasons, partly the. political oppo- 
sition to the Conservative Govern- 
ment of Nicaragua, partly to the 
feeling of anti-Americanism which 
the accounts say blazed into fresh 
flame when the marines came, and 
partly in a degree to an outburst of 
repressed feeling against the over- 
and ‘“caciques” who have 
held down the masses for genera- 
tions. 


HICKMAN LIKELY 
70 PLEAD INSANITY 
AT HEARING TODAY 


Youth’s Counsel Has Had 
Three Physicians Observ- 
ing Prisoner in Jail in 


Last Few Days. 


LOS ANGELES, Cal, Jan. 3.— 
William Edwara Hickman, con- 
fessed kidnaper and murderer of 
12-year-old Marian Parker, daugh- 
ter of a Los Angeles bank officer, 
is to be arraigned in the Supreme 
Court today on indictments charg- 
ing him with kidnaping and mur- 
der. 

Court attaches. pointed out that, 
barring another postponement of 
plea, Hickman had three alterna- 
tives at his arrignment. One was 
a plea of guilty with an added plea 
that the Court examine Hickman’'s 
mental condition before pronounc- 
ing sentence. A second was a plea 
of “not guilty by reason of in- 
sanity.” The third was a simple 
plea of guilty. 

Statements made by Jerome 
Walsh, Kansas City attorney, who 
will defend Hickman, indicated 
‘nat the first might be chosen in 
the fight to save his client from 
the death penalty. The prosecu- 
tion, through District Attorney 
. eyes, frequently has - announced 
it would demand the extreme pen- 
alty, if Hickman’s guilt is pleaded 
or proved and his sanity shown. 

Insanity Plea Likely. 

The belief shat Walsh would en- 
ter an insanity plea for his client 
was strengthened further by the 
report of jail officials that three 
physicians have called upon the 
prisoner within the last few days. 

Whatever the plea of the con- 
fessed slayer of the Los Angeles 
school girl may be, attorneys said 
he would undergo a trial. Even in 
the case of a simple guilty plea. 
the Court will be forced to hear 
all of the evidence against the 
youth in order to determine the 
degree of guilt. 

A plea of “not guilty by reason 
of insanity” might mean a long 
trial, attorneys said. 

Since his arrival here, Walsh 
has made no direct statement for 
publication concerning his plans. 
It even was doubtful whether he 
would be assisted by a California 
attorney. Joseph Ryan, former 
deputy District Attorney, who quit 
the prosecutor’s office recently 
after firing a broadside of charges 
against its management, announced 
he had declined an invitation to

HEBER NATIONS’ DEMURRER 
OVERRULED BY JUDGE DAVIS 


Former State Official Must Go to 
Trial Again Jan. 23, in Beer 
Protection Case, 

A demurrer filed in behalf of 
Heber Nations of Jefferson City, 
charged with conspiracy to violate 
the Volstead act by protection of 
the illegal sale of beer, was over- 
ruled today by Federal Judge 
Davis, and Nations’ second trial 
on the charge was set to begin Jan. 
23, in Judge Davis’ court. 

The demurrer was argued by P. 
H. Cullen, Nations® counsel. Cul- 
len laid stress on the contention 
that the title of “State Labor Com- 
missioner,” given to Nations in the 


indictmen® was prejudicial and vi- 


cious. Nations’ exact title was 
Commissioner of Labor Statistics. 
The Court overruled the demurrer 
aS soon as the argument ended. 

Nations was convicted in May, 
1925, and was sentenced by’ Judge 
Fair to 18 months’ imprisonment 
and to pay $3333 fine. The fine 
was one-third of the minimum 
amount, $10,000, which the testi- 
mony indicated as having been 
paid for beer protection. Charles 
S. Prather, State Food and Drug 
Commissioner, who pleaded guilty 
to the conspiracy charge, testified 
he received the money and gave 
Nations two-thirds. There was no 
testimony that Nations divided this 
two-thirds with anyone else. 

The United States Circuit Court 
of Appeals reversed and remand- 
ed the case, because of the refusal 
of Judge Faris to disqualify him- 
self when Nations,. at the outset of 
the trial, charged him wee preju- 
dice,

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SUPREME COURT 
REFUSES TO RULE 
ON INSURANCE CUT 


Order of Missouri Commis- 
sioner for 10 Per Cent Re- 
duction Not a Federal! 
Matter, Opinibn Says. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 3.—-The 
United States Supreme Court re- 
fused today to pass on an order 
of the Missouri Superintendent of 
Insurance, issued in 1922, making 
a 10 per cent reduction on fire, 
lightning, hail and windstorm in- 
surance issued by stock insurance 
companies. 

The case was brought by the 
Aetna and 156 other’ insurance 
companies authorized to do busi- 
ness in Missouri, but the court heid 
that it presented no Federal ques- 
tion. 


$10,000,000 Refund to Be Given 
Missouri Policy Holders. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 


JEFFERSON CITY, Jan. 3.—A 
refund of about $10,000,000 to 
Missouri policyholders, for pre- 
miums paid in the last five years 
in excess of rates set by Insurance 
Superintendent Hyde, will follow 
the Supreme Court's action today. 
The insurance companies posted a 
joint $1,000,000 bond to guarantee 
the refund. 

Supt. Hyde at first was enjoined 
at the behest of the insurance com- 
panies against carrying out the 15 
per cent rate reduction order, made 
Jan. 5, 1922.. A month later he 
entered a stipulation with the com- 
panies by which both his order and 
their suit were withdrawn, pend- 
ing a hearing on rates. After the 
hearing, Hyde issued a new order 
for a 10 per cent reduction, on 
Nov. 19, 1922. The companies sued 
in Circuit Court for review of this 
order. 

Meanwhile, another order was 
made by Hyde on July 9, 1923, 
for a 15-per-cent cut, but he was 
enjoined against carrying it vut. 
Then on Nov. 19, 1923, he renewed 
the order to cut fire insurance 
rates 15 per cent. He was cited 
for contempt of court for this, but 
eventually the Supreme Court of 
Missouri ruled that his actions had 
not been a matter subject to relief 
by injunction and hence that ne 
was not in contempt. The circuit 
court decided against Hyde in.the 
10-per-cent suit, but on his “p- 
peal the Supreme Court of Mis- 
souri upheld him. The insurance 
companies appealed the whoie 
question to the Supreme Court of 
the United States.

Looking Forward

The beginning of a new year finds the railroads 
of the country functioning smoothly and efficient- 
ly, providing the American people with the speed- 
iest, the most reliable and, considering the relative 
value of the dollar, the cheapest railway service 
they* have ever known. That eondition has an 
important bearing upon the forward look with 
which it is customary and appropriate to start 
the new year. 


At this period of inventory-taking and plan- 
forming, when sober second thought comes nat- 
ural to all, no one needs to be reminded how 
largely modern civilization depends upon the rail- 
roads. Few could live through the coming year 
in any degree of comfort without them. All who 
benefit from production, manufacturing and dis- 
tribution—whether as owners or as employes, as 
producers or as consumers—are beneficiaries of 
railway service. When that service is good and 
cheap—as it now is—their benefits are greatest. 

It is therefore important to everyone that the 
railroads are able to provide the kind of service 
with which we are entering 1928. But will they 
always be able to maintain it at this standard? 


In order to keep on providing indefinitely the 


‘kind of service which we now enjoy, the railroads 


must have the assurance of an adequate and sta- 
bilized earning power. Their receipts must con- 
sistently be large enough to pay running expenses 
and taxes, with enough left over to assure im- 
provement and expansion through the investment 
of earnings and through the payment of interest 
and dividends that will attract new capital. 


Both the gross and the net earnings of the 
railroads as a whole in 1927 were less than in 
1926. This condition was due to three principal 
reasons—a decrease in traffic, a further decline in 
the level of rates and the award of wage increases 
to large groups of employes. It is anfortunate 
that these developments had to be simultaneous. 
Their combined result should arrest attention and 
engage serious thought, “A weakening of railway 
earning power, whether or not it is immediately 
reflected in the character of the service, ulti- 
mately affects every business in every part of the 
country and all our people, however occupied. 


The continued patronage and good will of those 
whom it serves are always an inspiration to the 
Illinois Central System organization, but never 
more so than in the face of temporarily adverse 
conditions, In a spirit of gratitude for these and 
all its other blessings, this railroad starts the new 
year with a resolve to render during 1928 a'serv- 
ice with which every patron may be satisfied and 
of which every employe may be proud.

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NAVY'S INQURY 
INSINKING OF 4 
OPENS TOMORROW 


Special Board Has Already 
Begun Preliminary Inves- 
tigation at Scene of Dis- 
aster. 


GALE AND COLD HALT 
SALVAGE WORK 


Wilbur Urged to Have Res- 
cuers Search _Compart- 


ments for Possible Last 
Message. 


By the Associated Press. 
PROVIDENCE, Mass., Jan. 3.— 
Rough seas and freezing tempera- 
ture halted the salvaging of the 
sunken submarine S-4 yesterday. 
Officials of the naval board of in- 
quiry, which will open at the Bos- 
ton Navy Yard tomorrow, came 


here to make a preliminary study. | 


In order that the work of rais- 
ing the S-4 and recovering the 
bodies of the 40 officers and men 
who perished with her may not be 
retarded, the court will be moved 
to Provincetown from Boston next 


week to enable those engaged in’ 


salvage work to testify. 


Wilbur Asked to Have S-4 Searched 
for Possible Last Message. 
By the Associated Press, 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 3.—Secre- 
atry Wilbur was requested today to 
take évery precaution to preserve a 
possible ‘“‘farewell message” that 
may have been left by the six mem- 
bers of the crew of the S-4 who 
lived for several days after the sub- 
marine had sunk, 

Representative McClintic of Ok- 
lahoma, a Democrat on the House 
Naval Committee, in a letter to the 
Secretary recalled that several 
years ago in a Japanese submarine 
disaster such & message was found 
and he urged the “water-tight com- 
partments be not opened” until 
adequate precaution had been 
taken. 

Letter Written by McClintic. 

“With the thought that the six 
men who were known to have been 
alive in the S-4 for several days,” 
McClintic wrote, “would, if pos- 
sible, chronicle their sensations, 
giving to their loved ones a fare- 
well message before their death, I 
respectfully request that you advise 
those in charge of the salvaging of 
this ship that if possible the water- 
tight compartments be not opened 
until such precautions are taken as 
will make it possible to protect any 
such records made, 

“As an addition to the knowledge 
now at the disposal of submarine 
experts, it seems to me the condi- 
tion of the dead men in the varidus 
compartments of the S-4; their po- 
sitions when life became extinct; 
the object or objects they may hold 
in their hands and the register of

‘discretion of the Supreme Court. 

| When one compares the cumbrous character of our

| mon law practices on the part of Canada, and, in fact, 
‘the whole British empire, while we have clung tena-

tury. These earlier common law forms and norms, 
so largely protecting an accused, were reactions 
against the exercise of arbitrary power, and, in some 
phases, go far beyond what may be justly claimed un- 
der a government of law.

E seems more like the well trained head 

of a great industrial corporation. He 
is an indefatigable worker. Energy radiates 
through his administrative staff. He is 
constantly doing things. Slackness, indif- 
ference, insuberdination do not flourish 
about him. He will want, not to let things 
drift, but to manage, and he will care about 
detail. He will be “bullish” about the fue 
ture. He will look for “results,” and what 
he means by “results” will be something 

mmediate and tangible. He will be impa- 

tient of slow processes. He will not have 
the imaginative genius of a Henry Ford, 
to plan and execute the impossible, to com- 
bat the ruling tendency and the powers 
that be, occasionally to risk the absurd. He 
will waste no time on lost causes, or causes 
which cannot win until his day is over. He 
will be in advance of the procession, but 
not. too far in advance. He will sacrifice 
everything which it is necessary to sacri- 
fice to his immediate objective. His in- 

ntion will be, on the whole, generous and 
h umane. He will work on hunches and will 
make quick adjustments to situations. Cir- 
cumstances and the balance of existing 
forces will determine his direction. He will 
not inquire too closely what all his activity 
is really about. Nothing he does will have 
revolutionary implications; rather he will 
refine and improve what he finds ready to 
his hand. And he will make egregious 
mistakes. 

While business leaders generally like him, 

a few of the larger ones distrust him. I 
believe there is little occasion for this dis- 
trust. It is true that, as a public executive, 
he does things to improve and enlarge the 
realm of his administration just as any one 
of them would try to enhance the impor- 
tance of his own organization. Among 
those who are jealous of every activity of 
government, because it may intrude on the 
power of private business, this seems “dan- 
gerous.” But Mr. Hoover is too much like 
them to think or act very differently about 
large issues. .He will do much to help the 
present industrial order in the United States 
to live up to its better possibilities. He will 
do little to change it as its rulers do not 
want it changed. Anyone coming to him 
In advocacy of a reform will have to show 
that there is a combination of forces which 
can effectuate the reform before he will 
heartily espouse it. For Mr. Hoover is 
“practical.” f it be objected, by those who 
are not so much in sympathy with the pres- 
ent regime in industry, that this age needs 
more vision, nore understanding, more feel- 
ing for imponderables than Mr. Hoover is 
likely to give it, the answer is obvious. The 
man they want may exist, but they cannot 
have him as a Republican President. Per- 
haps even Mr. Hoover cannot be nominated. 
The social and economic scene will have to 
be much changed before a better man can 
be the protagonist.

There was a time when the people of 
the Ozark hills were, in a large way, ene 
tirely away from the rest of the world, 
but it is not so since that highway was 
built. There are many new homes, canning 
factories in the gulches, fine little fruit and 
vegetable plantations dotting the hillsides, 
there is a demand for their products and 
money in greater abundance than the peo- 
ple there had ever had before. Only those 
who knew the Ozarks in the days of the 
wagon trail can understand the transfor- 
mation that has been wrought. And the 
highway did it. 

Kansas has hundreds of little bits of 
paved highways leading in all directions, 
but no line running between the great cen- 
ters and no line that runs across the state.

The plan is worth- 
less so far as state trave’ is concerned, and 
the strangest part of the situation is that 
many political leaders want that system 
continued so the county commissioners can 
control all highway improvements and still 
have no through roads.

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The Lindbergh story Mr. Bent 
welcomes as brin light into a 
journalistic world darkened by a 
so-called crime wave, a “manu- 
factured”’ suicide wave, and an ar- 
tificially exuberant welcome to 
visiting royalty. Coming immedi- 
ately after the sordid Snyder-Gray 
murder trial, “Lindbergh saved the 
day,” he says. “’Even circulation 
men had to admit that here was 
something which bea. the Snyder 
case—and not one commandment 
broken,’ ”’ he quotes the American 
Society of Newspaper Editors. 

Among ‘instances of “courageous 
militance,” which the writer as- 
sures us “is rare in metropolitan 
newspapers,” Mr. Bent praises the 
exposure of Judge English by the 
Post-Dispatch, a paper he lists 
“among the. few exceptions to a 
general flabbiness.”’ 

This charge of weakness he bol- 
sters up in detail by telling of the 
way most newspapers_ suppressed 
the early exposures of the Teapot 
Dome oil scandal and thus “be- 
trayed their constituencies.” He 
describes the Bonfils and Shaffer 
“deals,” wherein cash from oil op- 
erators caused attacks on the lease 
to subside in silence. These de- 
velopments suggested “the question 
of criminality rather than of news- 
paper ethics,”” he quotes the Post- 
Dispatch. This is of partiqularly 
timely interest in view of the re- 
cent teitimony at the Fall-Sinclair 
trial. 

Mr. Bent builds up his case 
against the press with well chosen 
instances, pausing at the same time 
to credit such recent instances of 
journalistic courage as the Indiana 
exposures by the Vineennes .‘om- 
mercial and the Indianapolis Times, 
and the valiant stand on the Sacco- 
Vanzetti case of the conservative 
Boston Herald. 

Much discussion in newspapér 
editorial columgs and in the jour- 
nals may be expected to follow the 
appearance of this stimulating and 
interesting book. In a few in- 
stances, Mr. Bent may be _  con- 
sidered as having overstated his 
case. . For instance, some of the 
persons whose privacy he considers 
violated by the enterprise of re- 
porters often are the first to burst 
into print with intimate memoirs, 
written by themselves or by 
“ghost” writers. 

Nowhere in his beok does Mr. 
Bent mention that the subject mat- 
ter of the press may be a product 
of the times, rather than the times 
being a product of the press. When 
the press is lopsidedly pro-admin- 
istration, the voice of a Washing- 
ton correspondent dissenting with 
the White House spokesman may 
be expected to sound a rare note 
in the symphony of complacency 
and all’s-right-with-the-world. 

The latter chapters treat of the 
freedom of the press, which the 
writer conceives as being in danger 
unless “newspapers mend their 
ways.” He concludes: “Were the 
whole press to shovel less smut and 
print more news, were it to mani- 
fest an active and intelligent in- 
terest even in public \ questions 
which promised no immediate re- 
turn to its pocketbook, were it to 
acknowledge the responsibilities 
and obligations implicit in the 
charter under which it functions, 
there would be a change in public 
sentiment toward it.”

By H. H. NIEMEYER 
g unio one of those bréght, 

sparkling comedies of life 

and love in a small town, 
which staggered into the American 
Theater through the storm Sunday 
night, is a joyful little play and 
the audience which waited more 
or less patiently, for its opening 
until nearly 10 o’clock was amply 
repaid for the time lost.

Lowly Liver Is Fine Food 


IVER is a good food to include 
L in the family diet; it is partic- 

ularly good for persons who 
have pernicious’ anemia, says the 
New York State College of Home 
Econemics at Cornell University, 
Ithaca, N. Y. Liver is no longer 
chosen by the thrifty housewife 
simply because it is an inexpen- 
sive meat, for it is one of the rich- 
est in vitamins, especially vitamins 
A and B, and is a good source of 
iron. It has attained recent pop- 
ularity, however, since it has been 
found to be exceedingly helpful in 
treating pernicious anemia. Ane- 
mic persons may help build nor- 
mal blood by a diet containing a 
large amount of liver, but its use 
need not be confined to anemic 
persons. Most housewives should 
serve liver to their families at 
least once a week. 

Many cooks serve liver fried or 
boiled only, but the college sug- 
gests that a variety of dishes may 
be made. Stuffed liver rivals 
stuffed steak, and is made in much 
the same way—by spreading bread 


dressing between two slices of liv- 
er, Which are then fastened fo- 
gether.. Put flour on both sides, 
brown it in a little fat, and then 
simmer it slowly until tender in a 
cupful of soup stock. 

Those who do not care for™the 
flavor of liver may like liver en 
casserole, in which much of the 
flavor is disguised by vegetables 
cooked with it. This is made by 
boiling liver in a small amount of 
water until it is tender, then grind 
it. Mix this with chopped carrots, 
celery and onions, and diced mush- 
rooms. Put this in a casserole; 
pour over it the stock in which 
the liver was cooked; sprinkle the 
top with bread crumbs and bake 
it slowly until brown. 

Spanish liver is a combination of 
liver, rice and vegetables. The rice 
is cooked in a double boiler unt] 
soft. The liver is boiled gently un- 
til tender, then it is cut into cubes 


'and added to the rice with cooked 


tomato, diced onions and salt. The 
mixture is then cooked until it 
thickens.

With a short crisp note, “We are return- 
ing the gown in which you were seen at the ball 
last night,” the merchandise was dispatched back 
to the purchaser. 

The customer was strangely silent under accusa- 
tion in’ this case. 

Then there are the polite shoplifters, who, of 
course, never see the inside of patro] wagon or 
police station. One of their tricks is to listen in 
when a bona-fide charge customer spells out her 
name and address to the clerk, then to go to an- 
other department and charge purchases to the 
address she has just overheard. 

This is always a “charge take” transaction, henca 
one of the rules that “charge take’ purchasers 
must be identified. A well-known form of vanity, 
however, is that of the customer who, because she 
has an account in the store, thinks every employe, 
down to the youngest bundle wrapper, Ought to know 
her by sight. Fearing to Offend this sensitive and 
quickly angered person, the sales person, eager to 
please, is apt to take a chance upon One whom 
she does not actually know. 

The return of merchadise is the greatest source 
of waste that the stores have to contend with 
and the greatest incentive to equivocation on 
the part of customers, All the stores have rules and 


T init Was a Money tramsaction. There are in- 


agreements that goods once bought are not-to be 
returned or exchanged except as the store or goods 
are at fault and in that case within a period of 
three days. The length of time into which three 
days can be stretched in the memory of a customer 
is likely to be anywhere from three weeks to three 
months or three @ears or More and the abuse of 
exchange and credit rules capable of much elas- 
ticity. 

There is, or was, one WOman whose purchases 
at a store would amount to a handsome figure each 
month, but Whose bills at the end would appear so 
liberally besprinKled with red-inked credits that 
the final amount due would become almost negligi- 
ble. She had all the fun of shopping at very little 
experpse. That is, she could have enjoyed it, but 
where some women do actually enjoy shopping and 
indulge in orgies of it only to repent of their in- 
discretion in sober afterthought at home,, this 
woman always approached the matter as an ordeal.
